opposing communism. 

In our city, we have been££|ieged with expressions of anti¬ 
communism as voiced by the John Birch Society. We need not elaborate 
on the totality of what tnese expressions emDrace for we are sure that 
you are more knowledgeable than we. We are convinced that the approach 
of such extremists groups should not be followed by the citizens of 
this community or this country. Our opposition to the Birch Society 
and other extremists on the "right" is perhaps well categorized under 
point No. 5 in Chapter 22 of your book "Masters of Deceit". 

However, we do not want to be derelict in anything that we should 
be doing constructively in addressing ourselves to the defeat of communism 
We have read and concur with your recommendations contained in Chapters 
22 and 24 of "Masters of Deceit".
